265000, both in the prior art of record, teach a silicon nitride film and silicon oxide film, 
neither teaches the order, the application's features of in claim 1 , lines 1-5, forming a 
metal layer over the transparent substrate, forming the buffer layer over the substrate 
and metal layer, in an order of a silicon nitride film and a silicon oxide film, and in lines 
18-19, wherein the metal layer has a light shielding function for blocking light from a 
side near the metal layer to the thin film transistor to be formed. The features cannot be 
reasonably combined from the prior art of record.
